seconded by Alston, the board voted unanimously to approve these minutes with the corrections. 

 

The Treasurer’s Report was presented.  Alston moved, seconded by Canoy, the board voted unanimously 

to accept the Treasurer’s Report.     

 

Blackwood gave a brief EQIP Report at this time. 

-Blackwood has been busy with HEL compliance work. 

-The Asheboro Office will be getting a Soil Conservationist soon. 

 

Alston gave the RC&D Report as follows: 

-Alston gave a brief update on the Washington Park Project happening in Asheboro. 

 

Parks gave the Education Report as follows: 

-Parks presented an Enviroscape presentation to a daycare group at Liberty Elementary.  

 

K. Whitaker gave the NCACSP Report as follows: 

-Randolph County SWCD has received a NCACSP allocation of $68,477. 

-K. Whitaker presented at Request for Payment for contract #76-2014-006 for approval – Alston moved, 

seconded by S. Whitaker, the board voted unanimously to approve this request for payment. 

-S. Whitaker moved, seconded by Alston, the board voted unanimously to approve contract #76-2015-001 

(supplemental contract) $30,045. 

-S. Whitaker moved, seconded by Canoy, the board voted unanimously to approve contract #76-2015-002 

(supplemental contract) $5,342. 

-Alston moved, seconded by S. Whitaker, with Canoy abstaining, the board voted unanimously to 

approve contract #76-2015-003 $26,550.   

 

K. Whitaker gave the CREP Report as follows: 

-Alston moved, seconded by Canoy, the board voted unanimously to approve contract #76-2015-301

K. Whitaker gave the CCAP Report as follows: 

-S. Whitaker moved, seconded by Alston, the board voted unanimously to adopt the following CCAP 

Policy for impervious surface conversion to pay 100% of the actual cost not to exceed 75% of average 

cost.   

-Randolph County SWCD has received a regular CCAP allocation of $3,618 and $10,286 in special 

funding. 

-Alston moved, seconded by S. Whitaker, the board voted unanimously to approve contract #76-2015-501 

$10,286.   

 

K. Whitaker reported that Randolph SWCD has not received an allocation for AgWrap as of today. 

 

K. Whitaker and Parks attended the Conservation Employees Training in Greenville, NC. 

 

Discussion was had regarding the Proposed Waters of the US Rule.  S. Whitaker moved, seconded by 

Alston, the board voted unanimously to create a new letter and submit comments to the appropriate 

person(s) by October 10, 2014. 

 

Discussion was had regarding the Conservation Farm Family event that will be held on September 25
th

.   

 

The NACD Forestry Survey was discussed.  Staff will handle. 

 

The Division of S&W is accepting orders for button and golf shirt through September 12, 2014 if anyone 

is interested in purchasing.  Please contact Pat Harris for further information. 

 

Frazier shared with the board and staff that the Alignment Committee has dis-banned.   

 

S. Whitaker moved, seconded by Alston, the board voted unanimously for Randolph SWCD to contribute 

$100 towards the Food Land and People program.   

 

Discussion was had regarding the Second Vice President of the Association.   

 

James reported that the Executive Committee for the Association will be meeting in September to discuss 

Area Meetings, efficiencies, travel, and costs for supervisors and staff. 

 

Discussion was had regarding supervisor attendance of board meetings.  If a supervisor misses more than
